Stunts of the Committee Appointed to 


Shelve Repeal of Paper Tpriff. 


It was \\ell understood that the duty 


of the special committee appointed by 
Speaker Cannon to investigate the tar- 
iff ou paper aud wood pulp was to 
stave off consideration of the repeal or 
reduction of these duties till after elec- 
tion. This duty was performed by the 
report of the majority, in -*hich they 
reported "progress"' and asked leave to 
continue their inquiry till LJacetuber. 
But nothing less than a reatiiug of the 
report can disclose the awkward side- 
steppiug of facts and the ludicrous 
somersaults of logic by which the com- 
mittee supported their recommenda- 
tion against repeal of these duties. 


The Dingley act placed ou the free 


list wood suitable for grinding into 
pulp, while imposing duties ou the 
ground pulp and paper made there- 
from. The chief source of supply out- 
side the United States is Canada, aud 
the most available fields are afforded 
by the crown or publicly owned lauds 
of Ontario and Quebec. To offset our 
discrimination against imported pulp 
and paper Ontario forbade the expor- 
tation of wood cut from public lands 
and Quebec levied the equivalent of 
an export duty of 25 cents per cord on 
wood cut from her public lauds.

After spending thousands of dollars 


ou temporary 
makeshifts, preparing 


classic designs for a permanent station 
ut the Park row terminal of tlie Brook- 
lyn bridge and after the $10,000,000 
subway loop between tlie bridges is 
half completed tlie city otliciuls have 
suddenly discovered that all of their 
efforts and expenses 
will probably 


prove worthless. 


Plans for the ornate Park tow ter- 


minal station, prepared mouths ago. 
have been held up pending :i decision 
by engineers as to whether it v. ill even 
be possible to run trains around the 
sharp curve and up the steep grade 
from the already half completed sub- 
w>y TO find unoii the Brooklyn bridge, 
and yesterday the crowning l>Ki\v v.-auiti 
when it was announced that the Brook 
lyu Rapid Transit system, for -\\hieu 
tbe loop was virtually being built, had 
refused to operate it upon any terms. 


At the same time Public Service 


Commissioner Edward M. Basset t an- 
nounced that even if it be found prac- 
ticable for heavily loaded trains tj 
make the sharp turn and negotiate the 
heavy irradv. it would be impossible to 
operate the trains across the Brooklyn 
bridge until that structure ib entirely 
rebuilt, 
owing 
to 
the 
tremendous 


weight of tne trains. 


Thus the city finds itself committed 


to the building of a $10.000.000 subv, aj 
loop which seems likely to prove prac- 
tically worthless when completed and 
without any operator unless the city 
operates the loop itself, which, officials 
declare, would not be practicable. 


City officials admit that a huge blun- 


der has been made somewhere and that 
it looks as If the city will find it has ex- 
pended from $12.000.000 to $13.000,000 
without making any appreciable prog- 
ress in solving the bridge problem. 


No further steps can be taken toward 


the building of the big -Park row ter- 
minal until some decision is reached as 
to whether the subway loop will be 
physically connected with the Brooklyn 
bridge. The entire design of the ter- 
minal structure depends upon this. 


As originally planned it "was in- 


tended that the tracks from the sub-
